REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

February  2,  1932. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dorchester: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  second  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Instruction 

The  instruction  of  the  Cheever  School  is  of  unus- 
ually high  grade.  The  progress  of  the  school  is  con- 
stantly tested  and  individual  help  given  where  neces- 
sary. The  modern  theory  that  a  child  can  learn  only 
by  doing  is  the  basis  of  the  instruction  and  supervision 
of  the  school.  The  teacher  has  joined  the  Rumney 
group  of  teachers  in  its  meetings  and  has  made  val- 
uable contributions  to  the  group.  The  outstanding 
characteristic  of  the  school  is,  as  I  see  it,  the  atmos- 
phere of  joy  and  happiness  not  only  on  the  playground, 
but  particularly  in  the  schoolroom.  With  this  back- 
ground any  reasonable  objectives  can  be  reached. 

Property 

During  the  summer  the  Cheever  School  was  paint- 
ed inside  and  outside  and  a  modern  fence  installed  en- 
closing the  school  property.     The  Dorchester  School 
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District  may  justly  feel  proud  of  its  school  and  yard. 
School  zone  signs  have  been  placed  on  the  road  passing 
the  school.  As  soon  as  the  center  of  school  popula- 
tion of  the  town  seems  to  be  permanent  some  action 
can  be  taken  as  to  moving  the  kaustine  tank  to  Cheever 

Health 

Thanks  to  a  splendid  community  spirit  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  School  Nurse  and  Teachers  ten  chil- 
dren were  taken  to  the  Dental  Clinic  at  West  Rumney 
for  treatment  and  advice.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
in  some  way  the  cases  of  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids 
can  be  treated  so  that  the  children  can  be  free  from 
those  physical  defects. 

Conclusion 

The  school  for  almost  all  this  year  and  last  has 
been  composed  of  6  Groton  and  6  Dorchester  children. 
This  is  working  out  in  an  ideal  manner  and  both  school 
districts  are  profiting  by  the  arrangement. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  all 
the  school  officials  of  the  district  my  appreciation  of 
their  cooperation  and  interest  in  school  matters.
